and under existing conditions 
poverty is just as essential to the 
ippineBs of mankind as wealth. 
Perhaps few of our readers have 
ever considered the subject; iu this 
light, but there is nothing strange 
or revolutionary iu the statement. 
Suppose wealth was universal. 
Who would cook our food ? Who 
would be hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water ? Who would perform 
al duties of life ? Who 
would Btoop to the level of the 
humble vocations which 
are so essential to the well being 
of society, to the conservation of 
the health of communities, to the 
existence of government and to 
the progress of the world along 
industrial, commercial and scien- 
tific lines f If wealth by any mi- 
raculous dispensation should hap- 
pen to become universal, it would 
not be long before the wheels of 
human activity in every direction 
would be checked ; disease would 
establish permanent headquarters 
in every populous center, and civ- 
ilization would soon disintegrate 
and decay. 

Of course if poverty was univcr- 
il things would be almost as bad. 
So the welfare of the human race 
is best subserved by having an ad- 
mixture of both ; but between the 
it is more than likely that the 
tan race could exist longer 
under the reign of universal pov- 
erty than under the reign of uni- 
versal wealth, because iu the be- 
ginning the world came up from 
universal poverty and men manag- 
ed to exist by tilling the soil and 
getting what supplies of food and 
raiment they needed direct from 
nature's store-houses. Iu the 
ogresB of civilization poverty 
me before riches. 
But when we started out we 
meant to sp'uk of the disciplinary 
poverty rather thau of 
the part which poverty plays iu 
the economy of civilization, and 
we return from this digression. 
Examining the history of this 
country we find that the men who 
have been chielly identified with 
its political, educational, commer- 
hgious and social life, have 
p from the ranks of pover- 
ty, having known what it was to 
suffer iu the severe school of ad- 
versity and privation.
